PENNELL  INSTITUTE 


To  the  Trustees  of  Pennell  Institute  and  Citizens  of 
Gray : 

I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Principal 
of  Pennell  Institute  for  the  year  ending  February  1,  1930. 

School  commenced  in  September  with  an  enrollment 
of  sixty-six,  of  which  number  nine  have  left  school.  The 
enrollment  by  classes  and  courses  is  as  follows:

The  number  of  tuition  students  is  smaller  this  year 
than  usual,  there  being  only  five. 

Miss  Ruth  Canham  and  Mr.  Neil  Bishop  are  the  only 
members  left  from  last  year's  faculty.  The  efficient 
work  of  these  two  popular  teachers  is  manifested  at  all 
times.    Miss  Doris  Chick  is  succeeding  in  her  first  year 
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at  teaching  and  is  well  liked  by  all.  Pennell  Institute 
is  fortunate  in  having  these  able  teachers. 

About  fifty  volumes  of  fiction,  biographies  and  essays 
have  been  added  to  the  Library  this  year.  New  text 
books  have  been  purchased.  The  chemical  laboratory 
has  received  some  new  supplies  and  apparatus. 

Pennell  was  represented  by  a  very  successful  cross- 
country team  this  year.  This  team  won  the  annual 
Cumberland  County  cross  country  race  at  Gorham, 
receiving  a  large  silver  cup  as  its  reward.  The  boys 
won  second  place  to  Deering  High  in  a  fast  race  held 
at  Orono.  This  was  the  occasion  of  the  State  schoolboy 
race.  Leroy  "Mike"  Sawyer  was  the  individual  winner 
bringing  great  credit  to  Pennell. 

Another  important  phase  of  the  school's  activities 
is  debating.  Pennell  is  represented  in  the  Bates  Debat- 
ing League  again  this  year  and  the  debaters  are  hard  at 
work  under  Miss  Canham's  coaching-.  The  subject  this 
year  is  Resolved :  that  the  Jury  System  in  the  United 
States  should  be  abolished.  Preliminary  debates  in  the 
League  are  held  on  March  21,  at  the  different  schools. 
At  present  our  opponents  are  unknown.  Tn  April  the 
semi-finals  and  finals  are  held  at  Bates.  Another  debate 
has  been  arranged  with  Jordan  High  of  Lewiston  on 
the  subject  of  the  exportation  of  water  power.  This 
will  be  held  early  in  March. 

The  school  orchestra  is  coming  in  for  its  share  of 
laurels  this  year.  Rehearsals  are  held  weekly  and  the 
orchestra  has  played  for  different  affairs  during  the 
year. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  to  the  towns- 
people who  have  aided  me  this  year.

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REPORT  OF 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Feb.  1,  1930 

To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  to  the 
Citizens  of  the  town  of  Gray  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  fourth  'annual  report. 
Conditions  as  regards  schools  in  this  town  have  changed 
little  from  the  past  year.  We  have  had  to  make  many 
changes  in  the  teaching  staff  and  many  improvements 
have  been  accomplished  in  the  condition  of  the  school 
buildings  and  the  grounds.  All  bills  presented  to  the 
school  committee  have  been  paid,  and  a  good  balance 
in  the  school  accounts  shown.  The  school  financial 
year  has  been  changed  from  February  1  to  March  1  and 
all  bills  paid  for  this  13  month  calendar  year.  In  the 
future,  the  school  financial  year  will  be  from  March  1 
to  February  28,  so  there  will  be  no  orders  drawn  on 
the  town  books  for  the  schools  for  the  period  of  Feb.  1 
to  March  1  each  year,  provided,  appropriations  are  kept 
as  suggested  by  the  committee. 

TEACHERS 

As  mentioned  before  several  changes  have  been 
made  in  the  teaching  staff  of  the  schools.  No  change 
in  the  Primary  school.  We  have  been  fortunate  to 
secure  the  services  of  the  same  teacher  here.  Work 
being  done  in  this  room  will  compare  very  favorably 
with  the  work  done  in  the  best  schools  elsewhere.  The 
beginners'  first  division  have  read  one  book  and  are  part 
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way  through  the  second  book  at  the  present  time. 
Other  work  is  as  good. 

Intermediate  School — -A  change  was  made  in  the 
teacher  of  this  room.  We  secured  Miss  Luallie  Laing, 
of  Freeport,  a  graduate  of  Farmington  Normal  school 
with  two  years'  experience  in  New  Hampshire  for  this 
school.  She  has  done  very  good  work  and  we  consider 
the  change  to  have  worked  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
school.  Miss  Laing  is  a  very  hard  worker  and  spends 
a  great  deal  of  her  time  in  preparing  the  school  work. 
We  wrould  recommend  that  the  parents  visit  this  school 
and  see  for  themselves,  the  excellent  work  that  is  being 
done. 

Fields  School — We  secured  the  services  of  the  same 
teacher  for  this  school.  Miss  Cobb  proved  her  worth 
last  year  and  comes  back  to  us  with  an  increase  in  pay. 
She  continues  to  give  fine  satisfaction. 

Dry  Mills  School — The  same  teacher  was  secured  for 
this  school  with  an  increase  in  pay.  The  same  excel- 
lent work  is  being  accomplished.  Due  to  the  fact  that 
we  have  to  teach  more  grades  in  this  school,  the  work 
is  quite  a  deal  harder  and  it  requires  an  unusually  good 
teacher  for  this  school. 

East  Gray  School — Here  we  were  able  to  secure  the 
services  of  Mrs.  Velma  Segars  with  an  increase  in  pay. 
Mrs.  Segars'  work  has  proved  satisfactory  in  the  past 
and  continues  to  be  so  at  the  present  time.  The  State 
department  rural  agent,  Miss  Florence  Hale  visited  this 
school  in  December  and  spoke  very  highly  of  the  work 
being  done. 

North  Gray  School — We  also  secured  the  services  of 
the  same  teacher  in  this  school.  Miss  MacDonald  was 
hired  with  an  increase  in  pay  and  her  work  has  been 
satisfactory  to  all. 
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South  Gray  School — A  change  was  made  at  this 
school.  Miss  Marion  Hawkes  of  Gray,  who  has  had 
one  year  at  Gorham  Normal  is  the  teacher.  Her  work 
has  been  satisfactory. 

West  Gray  School — A  change  was  made  at  this 
school,  due  to  the  retiring  from  teaching  of  Mrs.  Edith 
Cobb,  who  has  teught  in  the  town  schools  for  so  long. 
Miss  Louise  Chipman  of  Gray,  a  graduate  of  Gorham 
Normal  school  was  hired  for  this  school.  Her  work  has 
been  excellent  and  very  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 

Music — We  were  fortunate  to  secure  the  services  of 
Mrs.  Dawn  C.  Grant  of  Auburn  for  this  work.  As  Mrs. 
Grant  has  had  charge  of  the  music  in  the  town  schools 
before,  it  will  be  unnecessary  for  me  to  say  a  great  deal 
about  her  work.  I  understand  that  the  parents  have 
beer,  very  much  pleased  to  have  her  back  again  and  her 
work  is  very  satisfactory  to  us. 

Rural  Helping  Teacher — We  secured  Mrs.  Velma 
Segars  for  this  work.  Mrs.  Segars  has  taken  charge  of 
a  lot  of  work  that  has  been  helpful  to  the  superintend- 
ent so  that  he  could  spend  more  time  in  supervision. 
The  work  done  has  been  similar  to  that  done  last  year 
and  explained  on  pages  56  and  57  of  last  year's  town 
report.  We  have  changed  the  school  calendar  a  little 
for  the  East  Gray  school  so  that  Mrs.  Segars  could  visit 
other  town  schools  and  also  have  had  some  of  the  teach- 
ers teach  on  Saturday  so  that  they  could  visit  Mrs. 
Segars'  school,  a  system  that  works  out  very  well. 

At  the  Laboratory  school,  changes  were  made  due 
to  the  illness  of  our  old  and  faithful  teacher,  Miss  Mer- 
telle  K.  Snow.  For  the  remainder  of  the  fall  term  after 
Miss  Snow  had  to  retire,  Miss  Ina  Fogg  of  Gray  was 
the  teacher.  She  did  not  feel  that  she  could  take  the 
school  for  all  time  and  after  it  seemed  certain  that  Miss 
Snow  could  not  come  back  this  year,  Miss  Mary  L. 
Corbett  was  hired  to  take  the  school.    Miss  Corbett  is 
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doing'  fine  the  few  weeks  that  she  has  been  with  us  and 
we  were  fortunate  to  get  an  experienced  teacher  in  the 
middle  of  the  year. 

As  you  see  in  the  report  on  the  teaching  staff,  that 
Miss  Snow  has  taught  school  for  forty  years,  of  which 
thirty-five  years  and  two  terms  were  in  this  town,  very 
little  that  I  can  say  would  make  any  difference.  I,  how- 
ever, want  to  express  myself  as  sorry  that  Miss  Snow 
had  to  retire,  and  am  sure  that  I  express  the  wishes  of 
every  one  when  I  say,  that  Gray  has  lost  a  tried,  faith- 
ful and  wonderful  teacher. 

As  far  as  the  general  supervision  of  the  schools  is 
concerned,  the  superintendent  has  been  able  to  visit  the 
schools  oftener  and  been  able  to  stay  longer.  Teacher 
meetings  have  been  held  and  outlines  of  work  suggested. 
There  is  in  preparation,  outlines  of  the  work  to  be 
expected  for  the  different  subjects  in  the  several  grades. 
These  outlines  should  be  out  before  long. 

As  last  year,  each  teacher  has  been  allowed  one  visit- 
ing day  each  year.  The  use  of  standard  tests  has  been 
continued  and  we  now  have  a  record  of  each  pupil,  his 
test  average  as  it  compares  to  the  standards  set  up  else- 
where. Each  pupil  is  measured  at  least  twice  each  year. 
A  great  deal  of  trouble  has  been  experienced  in  so  many 
absent  and  tardy.  Satisfactory  excuses  are  required  for 
all  such  absences  and  tardiness  ■  but  we  would  like  to 
have  the  parents  co-operate  a  little  better  with  us  in 
regards  to  this  matter.  Each  day  in  school  counts  for 
some  work  to  be  accomplished  and  the  teacher  has  made 
plans  for  each  pupil  in  each  grade  for  each  day.  Each 
day  that  a  pupil  misses  is  lost  and  the  work  can  not 
be  made  up  as  it  was  planned  during  the  school  day. 

BOOKS  AND  SUPPLIES 

We  have  made  no  great  change  in  books  this  year. 
Several  new  books  have  been  purchased  because  old 
books  have  become  worn  out.    Some  of  our  texts  are

old  and  out  of  date  and  will  have  to  be  changed  within 
a  year  or  two  as  we  find  the  funds  to  accomplish  this 
and  find  satisfactory  textbooks  to  take  their  place.  A 
beginning  has  been  made  to  teach  the  geography  from 
the  one  cycle  standpoint  instead  of  two  cycles  and  we 
hope  to  have  this  change  complete  another  year. 

We  need  more  reading  books.  Parents  who  ha\^e 
books  and  magazines  satisfactory  for  use  on  school 
reading  tables  are  urged  to  loan  the  same  to  the  schools. 
Pupil  educational  growth  is  largely  through  reading  and 
we  find  that  the  child  who  reads  a  great  deal  is  usually 
high  up  in  his  subjects.  Of  course  this  reading  must  be 
of  such  a  nature  that  it  meets  with  the  child's  age  and 
mind.  Parents  are  urged  to  have  their  children  read 
the  daily  papers  and  good  magazines. 

Supplies  consist  of  papers,  pens,  pencils,  ink,  erasers, 
writing  books,  electricity,  etc.  We  have  to  have  about 
so  much  of  the  same  each  year.  We  have  been  careful 
not  to  be  wasteful  but  to  have  what  our  pupils  need. 

IMPROVEMENTS  AND  REPAIRS  FOR  THIS 
YEAR 

All  schools  except  the  Laboratory  school  meet  the 
State  regulations  as  regards  to  sanitary  toilets.  This 
school  is  a  disgrace  to  the  town.  Sanitary  conditions 
are  not  satisfactory  and  will  not  be  until  something  is 
done  about  it.  Every  year,  I  have  to  get  permission 
from  the  State  department  to  continue  to  run  this  school 
and  so  far,  it  has  been  granted.  They  will  not  continue 
to  grant  such  permission  forever  and  I  think  that  the 
citizens  should  do  something  about  this  school  before 
they  are  required  to  do  so.  I  am  pretty  sure  that  par- 
ents who  have  children  attending  this  school  consider 
conditions  unsatisfactory.  This  school  building  is 
owned  by  the  Pennell  Institute  and  was  erected  for  a 
laboratory.    It  never  was  built  for  a  common  school 
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building  and  meets  no  conditions  for  such.  Repairs 
should  be  made  to  this  building  as  follows:  Some  place 
to  store  the  wood.  Walls  are  very  dirty,  practical ly 
black.  The  plaster  is  broken  overhead.  The  windows 
and  doors  need  paint.  Blackboards  are  so  arranged 
according  to  the  light  that  no  person  can  read  writing 
on  all  of  the  boards  at  the  same  time  from  the  same 
place. 

The  Primary  and  Intermediate  rooms  were  painted 
inside.  Steps  and  porch  repaired.  Window  lights  re- 
placed and  wire  guards  placed  over  the  basement  win- 
dows. Repairs  needed  are  as  follows:  Cellar  cemented 
and  cleaned  out  for  a  place  for  pupils  to  play  on  stormy 
and  cold  days.  Furnace  will  have  to  be  overhauled  and 
put  in  condition.  New  toilets  are  needed  and  these 
should  be  flush  toilets  now  that  water  is  available.  The 
chemical  toilets  have  been  unsatisfactory  this  year  and 
we  had  a  great  deal  of  trouble  in  getting  them  empty 
this  year.  We  finally  had  to  hire  a  pump  and  a  crew 
of  men  to  pump  them  out  from  the  outside.  This  build- 
ing needs  painting  on  the  outside.  Special  appropria- 
tions last  year  gave  the  committee  the  money  to  grade 
the  school  yard  and  to  install  drinking  fountains  in  the 
building. 

Fields  School — Practically  no  work  was  done  here. 
The  walls  are  very  bad  and  dirty.  Plaster  has  been 
covered  up  with  patches  of  wall  board.  More  plaster 
has  come  down  this  year.  The  building  needs  painting- 
inside  and  out  and  blackboards.  The  blackboards  that 
we  have  were  made  by  painting  wall  board  with  black- 
board paint  which  is  very  unsatisfactory.  Electric 
lights  should  be  put  into  this  school. 

Dry  Mills  School — We  shingled  one  side  of  this 
building.  No  other  work  was  done.  This  building 
needs  painting  outside  and  in.  It  has  been  papered 
inside  and  perhaps  this  could  go  another  year  but  the 
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ceiling  is  dark  and  needs  attention.  The  floor  is  bad 
and  should  be  replaced. 

East  Gray  School — We  fixed  up  the  front  steps  by 
putting  cement  under  the  same  and  rebuilt  the  steps. 
This  building  also  needs  painting,  inside  and  out.  A 
new  blackboard  was  put  in  front  of  the  room. 

North  Gray  School — This  building  was  shingled  on 
one  side  and  painting  was  done  inside.  The  outside 
needs  paint  very  bad.  The  wood  is  right  down  to  the 
weather  and  the  toilets  have  never  been  painted  com- 
pletely. 

South  Gray  School — Nothing  was  done  at  this  school. 
The  foundation  wall  has  broken  and  cracked  in  several 
places.  This  will  have  to  be  attended  to  soon.  This 
building  also  needs  painting  but  is  quite  a  lot  better 
than  some  of  the  others. 

♦  . 

West  Gray  School — One  side  of  this  building  was 
shingled.  The  building  needs  paint,  inside  and  out 
although  the  walls  have  been  papered  and  cold  water 
paint  put  on  over  the  paper.  This  building  is  very  dark 
and  it  is  hoped  that  electricity  will  soon  be  available  for 
this  district  so  that  we  can  have  it  in  our  school. 

The  school  committee  visited  all  schools  in  town  this 
last  year,  and  made  notes  of  all  that  should  be  done  at 
each  school.  Then  they  listed  these  in  the  order  of 
their  importance  and  went  as  far  as  the  money  would 
allow.  They  hope  that  the  town  will  provide  extra 
money  for  repairs  this  year  and  that  they  can  get  their 
buildings  in  shape.  After  all  are  in  shape,  work  will 
be  done  in  rotation  each  year  to  keep  them  in  good  con- 
dition. Such  a  plan  would  be  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  town.  Town  buildings  neglected  cost  more  to 
repair  in  the  long  run  than  if  they  were  kept  up  each 
year. 

Special  appropriations  were  made  at  the  last  town 
meeting  providing  for  grading,  new  desks  and  water  in 
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the  school  was  voted  at  a  special  meeting.  The  grad- 
ing lias  already  been  mentioned  and  also  the  water. 
For  the  special  desk  appropriation,  the  committee 
bought  twenty  new  desks  and  had  ten  put  into  the 
South  Gray  school  and  ten  into  the  Dry  Mills  school. 
En  addition  they  fixed  up  four  desks  that  were  in  the 
Primary  room  and  put  two  in  each  of  these  schools. 

APPROPRIATIONS 

The  committee  after  making-  a  careful  study  of  school 
costs  in  the  town  and  after  becoming  acquainted  with 
school  costs  in  other  towns  of  the  same  size  as  Gray 
recommend  the  following  appropriations  for  the  schools 
another  year.  It  does  not  seem  wise  to  ask  for  a  lot 
of  special  appropriations  and  they  have  tabulated  the 
various  school  costs  and  arranged  them  in  the  form  of 
a  budget,  as  follows :

For  the  flush  toilets,  a  special  article  has  been 
put  in,  estimates  will  be  obtained  from 
plumbers  for  the  same  and  announced  at 
town  meeting. 

Total  of  suggested  school  appropriations  is  $8,000.00. 

Last  year  the  town  raised,  $9,000.00  for  the  schools, 
$600.00  for  repairs,  $200.00  for  desks  and  $250.00  for 
grading.  Also,  voted  to  hire  $100.00  to  put  water  into 
the  school  at  the  village.  This  is  a  total  of  $10,150.00 
for  the  schools  last  year.

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

At  various  times,  in  their  report,  some  of  your 
superintendents  have  recommended  a  Junior  High 
School. 

It  seems  to  me  that  if  Gray  wants  to  keep  their  place 
in  the  educational  field  that  we  have  a  wonderful  oppor- 
tunity to  get  a  junior  high  school.  I  am  not  certain  as 
to  the  exact  location  of  such  a  school,  but  consider  that 
one  should  be  built  near  to  the  Pennell  Institute,  so  that 
the  school  could  be  maintained  in  connection  with  the 
local  high  school.  It  seems  certain  to  an  outsider  who 
is  somewhat  familiar  with  conditions  at  the  Institute 
that  this  school  is  overcrowded.  It  seems  certain,  that 
they  have  quite  a  need  of  the  entire  Laboratory  building 
to  take  care  of  their  extra  teacher  and  course  in  agricul- 
ture. In  the  near  future,  the  town  will  have  to  vacate 
the  Laboratory  school  and  the  question  comes  up,  where 
shall  we  send  the  pupils  to  school  ?  Some  say,  send 
them  back  where  they  came  from.  All  right,  where  did 
they  come  from?  About  twenty  or  two-thirds  of  the 
school  came  from  the  Intermediate  school.  Where  are 
you  going  to  put  them  in  that  school,  when  we  have 
more  than  forty  enrolled  there,  and  an  extra  row  of  seats 
to  take  care  of  this  number  in  a  room  built  for  thirty- 
five  or  less.  Can  you  send  one  grade  back  to  the  Pri- 
mary room  and  have  four  grades  in  each  room?  Study 
your  enrollments  and  see.  Figures  show  that  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  that  attend  Gray  schools  have  been  increas- 
ing a  little  each  year  for  some  time.  We  have  about  200 
pupils  in  school  now.  Two  rural  schools  have  been 
opened  during  the  last  two  years  to  take  care  of  the 
increase  in  enrollments.  The  time  is  very  near,  when 
the  town  must  provide  a  new  school  building.  A  junior 
high  school  will  take  care  of  the  increase  at  the  Insti- 
tute, will  take  care  of  our  needs.  It  can  be  built  as 
cheap  as  any  building.    The  boys  and  girls  of  junior 
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high  and  high  school  age  need  athletics,  games,  etc. 
Such  a  building  should  combine  a  gymnasium  with  the 
school  rooms.  Gray  needs  such  a  school  and  such  a 
building. 

APPRECIATION 

At  this  time,  I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have 
helped  in  any  way  to  make  our  school  year  a  success. 

The  Parent  Teacher  Association  has  been  very  help- 
ful. Under  their  guidance,  we  had  a  dental  clinic  open 
to  all  pupils  in  the  town.  Money  for  this  purpose  was 
obtained  from  town  sources,  from  the  pupils  who  paid 
25  cents  each  for  their  work,  from  the  Red  Cross  and 
from  the  members  of  the  P.  T.  A. 

Health  Inspection  in  our  schools  was  given  by  the 
Cumberland  County  Public  Health  Association.  They 
sent  two  nurses  out,  who  visited  each  school,  and  exam- 
ined each  pupil.  The  only  expense  to  the  town  was 
the  cost  of  lunches  for  them  during  the  time  that  they 
were  here. 

The  town  was  very  generous  in  providing  an  appro- 
priation of  $100.00  for  this  health  and  dental  work.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  town  will  do  so  again  and  for  each  year. 

It  is  well  known  that  pupils  must  be  well  and  strong 
to  get  along  in  school.  Proper  health  and  dental  care 
is  necessary.  Every  year  we  find  one  or  two  who  need 
help  very  bad.  We  generally  can  help  these  individ- 
uals out.
